Towns and villages have 
been invefted by our regular troops, 
with parties of folciers patrol.ing in 
the fircets, and centries with {crewed 
bayonets placed at every door, to 
prevent any perion’s going out, whilft 
the prefs-gang entered and fearched 
every hole and corner within. Even 
churches have been furrownded in the 
time of divine fervice, the people 
terrihed and interrupted in their 7 
votion, and men feized as they came 
gut from attending the publick wor- 
fhip-efiablithed by the laws of their 
country. 

This, Sir, was the more furpnz- 
ing to the people of that country, as 
they {till have fome regard for reli- 
gion,and were never, before the Uni- 
on, expoled to the misfortune of be- 

ing prefied into the fea fervice ; and

whereas if we can keep out of the 
way of being prefied, our crimps

Whereas, had the 
firft fhip taken from the French been 
declared lawful prize, and fhip and 
cargo delivered to the agents of the 
captors, to be fold for their benefit, 
fuch numbers of able and expert fea- 
men would have been thereby in- 
duced to enter voluntarily into the 
king’sfervice, that, I am convinced, 
we fhould have had little occafion for 
ong The fea fervice would then 
ave been fuch a fort of lottery in 
which there was more prizes than 
blanks, and every one would have 
hoped for the higheft prize, as we 
find moft people go in cur land lotte- 
ries ; but by the method we purfued, 
we made the fea-fervice a lottery 
which was all blanks and no prizes, 
and confequently a lottery to which 


no man in his right fenfes would vo- — fhould enfue, would thefe fhi 


luntarily become a fubfcriber. Nay, 
farther, by refufing to condemn and 
difpofe of the prizes for the benefit 
of the captors, we raifed a fpirit of 
refentment among all our failors, 
Which made them refolve to avoid

I hope they will confider all preced- 
ing circumitances, and examine who 
it_ was that committed the frit in- 
croachment or aggreilion ; and if 
they do this, they will find that 
France has been incroaching upon 
us, and even committing hoflilitics 
againft us, both in the Eait and Weft-

But reprizals were never yet reckoned a 
divedt a& of hoftility : On the contrary, 
it is by many freaties between indepen- 
dent nations agreed, that the iffuing and 
executing letters of reprizal fhall not be 
deemed ‘an aét of ‘hoftility ; for as it is by 
thofe treaties agreed, that no letters of 
marque orreprizal fhall be iffved. until 
four months after fatisfaGion has been 
demanded in the manner therein prefcrib- 
ed, itis of courfe a mutual conceffion, 
that, if mo fatisfa€tion has been mace, 
they «may then be iffued and executed, 
without its being deenied an aét of hofti- 
lity, ora breach of the peace fubfifting 
between ‘the two nations: And as the 
iffuing of orders or letters of reprizal may 
often hereafter become neceflary, I hope,

folemnly declared, and when it may he- 
come neceffary to declare war, ‘is furély 
a prerogative, that by our conftitution 
belongs folely to our fovereign. Whether 
our minifters have done right in adviting 
his majefty to iffue reprifals before he de- 
clared war, or whether we ought before 
this time to have declared war, are quef- 
tions of quite another nature: They are 
queftions, which the parliament may per- 
haps have a right to enquire into, ‘in or- 
der to punifh or cenfure the minifiers, in 
cafe it thould appear, that they have 
given bis majefty bad advice ; but I am 
fore, they are queftions which we are not 
now prepared for determining, nor is it 
as yet time for us to enter upon fuch an 
enquiry as mruft'be neceffary for deter- 
mining fach queftions : In my opinion it 
would be impradent, as well as improper 
forus, to enter upon any fuch enquiry, 
entil peace has been fome way or other 
reftored ; becauwfe for determining either 
of thefe queftions, we muft have laid be- 
fore us an account of all the negotiations 
that have been carried on fince the laft 
peace, not only between us and the court 
of France, but alfo between us and every 
other court of Europe that might think 
themfelves interefted, of obliged to join 
with us, or againft us, in the impending 
war. Some gentlemen in this houfe, 
from the laudable warmth of their zeal 
forthe honour and intereft of their coun- 
try, may be of opinion, that the court of 
France’ never do juftice to any of their 
feighbours, till they are drubbed into it ; 

ut it is certain; that all the courts of 
Europe have not the fame opinion of the 
French court, otherwife that nation could 
Hever propofe to have an ally in any war 
they thould be-engaged in ; and even fome 
ef our neighbours, who are not very apt 
to have a good opinion of the court of 
France, may be in doubt, whether the 
French have as yet peremptorily refufed, 
or unreafonably delayed to do us juftice 
Gpon the prefent occafion: Nay, as the 
ground of the prefent debates between 
France and us is far remote from Evrope, 
and but of a late origin, all or moft of 
the courts of Europe may have fome 
doubt as to the juttice of our demands ; 
and it was, and ftilhis prudent, and even 
im fome degree neceffary for us, to give

in fuch a manner, as if there were 
@ declared war between France aad us, it 
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is a queftion that depends upon the fen- 
timents of the: other courts of -Burope; 
and not upon the fentiments of any mem- 
ber, or any number of the members of 
this ‘houfe ; and as we know nothing of 
the fentiments of the other courts of Bus 
rope, we cafinot determine this queftion’s

Such a methed of proceeding 
might, I thall grant, be'fome encourages 
ment for our failors to enter into his mae 
jefty’s fervice ; but no gentieman, I bee 
lieve, will fay, thatit would entirely pree 
vent the neceffity of preffing 3 and if we 
could fuppofe that it would, we are ‘nor 
furely to unite all the powers of Eu 

in a war againt us, for the fake of en- 
couraging the avaricious part of our failors 
to enter into his majefty’s fervices I fay, 
avaricious, Sir, for fuch I muft cailievery 
man, whocan be induced by nothing but 
the hopes of plunder, to lift ia the fer- 
vice of his country. 

As to the method of preffing, Sir, that 
has been practifed upon the prefent occa~ 
fion, 1 fhall admit, that it has been more 
general than ufual upon any common oce 
cafion, becaufe we had fuch a {mall nume 
ber of feamen in the government's fer~ 
vice, and becaufe it was neceffary to fit 
out a much greater number of thips than 
ufual upon any common oceafion ; but I 
will aver, fo far as contifts with my infor- 
mation, that mo greater feverities have 
been praGifed than have been ufval upon 
every occafion,, The military power has 
not been employed to prefs any feaman 
into the government's. fervice 5 but as 
complaints came from feveral parts of 
the united kingdom, efpecially.from Scot- 
land, where mobs are more dangerous 
and more mifchievous than our mobs in 
Engiand, that the prefs-gangs were in” 
danger of being murdered by the mob, 
gpon thefe complaints orders were ued 
from the War-office for the military to 
protect and defend the prefs-gangs againit 
any mob, and to fupport them in every 
place where they were in danger of bemg 
riotoufly eppofed in the -pertormance. of 
their duty , and this the otilitary were.as 
the king's fubjes. obliged to do, even 
tho’ they had ner been lifted as the king's 
foldiers, Nay, it. was what any magi- 
ftrate of the place might, and deght. to 
have requited them to. do ;.and they 
would have been euilty of a breach of 
their duty, beth as:{ub}<&s and® foldiers,

if they had refufed or negleGed to do as 
requir d, 

And as to the practice of preffing {ca- 
men into the government's fervice being 
authorized by law, Sir, when our fove- 
reign thinks there is a neceffity for it, 
the Hon. gentleman who fpoke laft would 


not have gueftioned it, had he been well A 


acquainted with our records, of had he 
comfidered the import of fome of our 
Jate ats of parliament. ‘The cuftom of 
preffing feamen is, | believe, coeval with 
our monarchy : We have prefs. warrants 
upon record fo far back as the reign of 
Edward the Third ; and it is highly pro- 
bable, that the glorious naval) vi@ory 
which he obtained over the French in the 
year 1440, was with a flect chiefty man- 
ned with prefled feamen, who neverthe- 
lefs behaved with fuch courage and refo- 
lution, that tho’ the French fleet was 
moch more numerous, they obtained fo 
compleat a victory for their fovereign, 
that, of 4co thips the French could fave 


but 30, and it was computed, that they C 


had ar leaft 30,000 men killed or drowned 
in the engagement, The antiquity of the 
cuftom of preffing is therefore a plain 
proof of its being authorized by common 
law; for the antient cuftoms of the 
kingdom are a pait of ovr common law ; 
and befides this, it is by implication au- 
thoiized by our ftatute law ; for by an a@ 
paifedin the 13th of his prefent majefty, 
entitled, de AG for the Increafe af, Mari- 
ners dnd Seamen to navigate Merchant Ships, 
ard other. Trading Stups and Veffels,  -is 
enatied, That feveral forts of perfons 
therein deferibed, Mial] net be imprefied 
ute the fervice of his majefty, Ais heirs, 
er fucceffuis ; and all interpreters ailow, 


that when a law prohibits any thing to E 


be done in certain particular ca‘es, it is 
by implication an authority for deing it 
in alb other cafes. ‘There is not therefore 
tie leaft doubt of the practice of .preffing 
feamen into the king’s fervice being au- 
thorized by law, when there is'a necefitry 
for it; and lam fure, neo one will pre- 
tend to fay, that there was not a very 
great neceffity for it upon the prefent oc- 
caflon, or that the fame neceffity does not 
Aili fubsr, 

Sir, the neceffity was fo great, that I 
do not believe it would have been in any 
fenfible degree. leffened, if his mayjetty 
had at fir by prociamation deciarcd, 
that all prizes taken fiom the French 


thould belong to the captors 3. for every G 


ene knows how apt our feamen are, at 
the eve of a war, to Keep induftricudly 
Outof ie governavent’s fervice, in orser 
to €mbrace the opportunity of having 
high wages from the merchants, or of 
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entering on board of privateers, where 
they may always expe more plunder, 
than they can generally expeét by being 
on board his majefty’s thips of war, efpe- 
cially the large fhips, which are never, or 
but rarely, employed in making. prize of 
the enemy's trading fhips. But Jet the 
effréts of fuch a proclamation have been 
what it would, I have thewn, that it 
would have been abfolutely inconfiftent 
with the defign his majefty had in iffuing 
orders for reprizals, that it was inconfift- 
ent with the very nature of reprizals, and 
that it might not only have involved us in 
an immediate war, but alfo might have 
united all, or moft of the powers of Eu. 
rope, in a war againft us. 

I hope every gentleman will now fee, 
Sir, the wifdom of his, majefty’s condué 
in ordering thefe reprizals, and in not 
condemning or apprupriating the prizes, 
It was the moft effeQtual method he could 
take for compelling the French court to 
fubmit to reafonable terms without in. 
volving us in an immediate war ; and be. 
fides this defign, I muft fuppofe, that he 
had another, equally prudeat and falutary, 
which was this : He forefaw that thefe 
reprizals might not perhaps produce the 
defired effet: The Freneh might perfit 
in refufing to do us juflice, fo as to ren. 
der a. declaration of war necefiary : If 
they did, we fhould by means of thefe 
reprizals have a confiderable value of 
their property in our hands, which would 
add. to our itreneth, and we fhould have 
a great number of their failors in our pol- 
felon, which would be a diminution to 
their naval.power. And by thus delaying 
a declaration of war till after we had 
tried every other expedient for obtaining 
joftice, we thould perfuade every court of 
Europe, that we were not the aggrefiors 
in the war. Thefe, Sir, 1 take to have 
been. his majefty’s views; and they ars 
all agreeable to his wonted prudence and 
magnanimity : But the bill now propofed 
would defeat every one of them: I has 
been called a preventive meafure, anc it 
may very properly be called fo’; for it 
would prevent its being poffible for us to 
avoid a war; and I am convinced, tt 
would have little or no. effeét in prevent- 
ing the .neceflity of prefling. 

We muft therefore, Sir, continue this 
method of providing men for his majefty’s 
navy, unital all the thips we have occasion 
to fit out, have got thes full complement; 
and if any act of oppreffien has been, 
fhall be committed, we have proper ma- 
gillcates for the opprefied to have recour’ 
to; where they will certainly meet. witd 
recrefs, if their complaintsappear to be 
well founded; and, if the. anferior ™* 

gifts aie 
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giftrate fhould »negic& or refufe to give 
sediefs, the fuperior courts would cer- 
tainly punith him, as weil as give relief 
and ample fatisfaclion to the party thus 
doubly injured. . Such complaints fhould 
never therefore be mentioned in this 
houfe, uniefs it wefe done with a view to 
enquire into the condudi of fome minifier, 
or fuperior magiftrate, who is above every 
tribunal but that of the high court of 
arliament ; and if there were now any 
fuch defign, it could be no argument for 
bringing in fuch a bill as is now propofed ; 
for to agree to fuch a till for fuch a rea- 
fon, would be a running the nation into 
a misfortune, which the parliament could 
not rectify, in order to free it from, or to 
prevent a misfortune, which the parlia- 
ment may rectify whenever it pleafes.

ed reafon will deceive us, and fubje& us 
to the caprice of paffion, the abfurdity of 
opinion, and the blindnefs of error. There 
are matters confeffedly above the reach of 
our capacities, and therefore they muft be 
tonfidered as obje@s of faith and not en- 
guiry : Nor is there in this affertion any 

ing that fhocks or contradié’s our rea- 


fon, for faith is an a& of reafon which F 


affents to do@trines above our comprehen- 
fion, becaufe they are revealed to us by a 
Béing omnifcient and infallible *. If the 
txiftence and attributes of the Deity are 
allowed, how abfurd and wnreafanabie is 
it to doubt the troth of what he reveals to 
Us? Tr is no lefs abfard and unreajanable 
fo afk why thefe infcrutable myftcrics.are

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many plaufible and falfe deduAtions, may 
be anfwered to the convidtion of plain 
reafon, without puzzling our minds, about 
various and complex ideas, or any of 
that metaphyfical jargon that has rajfed 
fo many difputes, and done fo much hurt 
in the wor'd..

Foreicn AFFAIRS, 1756. 


Mfterdam, Dec. 5. Several thips 
A having put lately into*the Texel, 
laden with fhip-ftores from the Baltick, 
in order to take the benefit of the convoy 
to the ports of France, the captains of 
the men of war deftined fer the convoy 
have refufed, by order of the lords of the 
Admiralty, to take them under their 
care : Some of them, however, have fet 
fail in company. 

Utrecht, Dec. 2. We hear from Liep- 
fic, that the Chevalier de St. George's 
eldeft fon ftaid in that town four or five 
days, about the middle of laft month, in 
his return from the Pruffian army, going 
under the name of count Hamilton. His

two Swifs fervants. His paffes, we are 
told, were figned by the governor of 
Drefden, 

From Paris we hear, that towards the 
end of laftmonth, his moft Chrifian ma- 
jelty received a new bull or brief from the 
pope, relating to the religious difputes in 
that kingdom, a copy of which his ma- 
jefty fent to all his. bithops, and along 
with it a letter de cachet, enjoining them 
to conform thereto, meaning thereby to 
preferve the jurifdiction that belongs to 
the church, fecure the refpect due to reli- 
gion, and reftore peace in his kingdom. 
But this bull, which is dated at Rome, 
O&. 16, 1756, unlefs enforced by acourt 
of inquifition, will certainly have a quite 
contrary effet, as it is thereby laid down 
as a fundamental article, that whofoever 
does not fubmit to the bull Unigenitus, is 
in the way of damnation, and fpecifies 
feveral cafes wherein the facraments are 
to be denied, which is = direét attack 
upon the privileges of the Gallican church. 
Accordingly, on the 7th inftant, the par- 
liament of Paris iffued an arret for fup- 
preffing the faid bull, and faving to the 
court of parliament to provide in a proper 
manner againft the inconveniences that 
might arife therefrom, and againft the 
abufe that might refult from it, and be 
made of it with regard to the king's fub- 
jets ; referving likewife to the {aid court 
to maintain, in their full force, as it had 
always done, the prerogatives and rights 
of the crown, the power and jurifdiGion 
of the bifhops of France, the liberties of 
the Gallican church, the maxims and 
euftoms of the realm, and the eftablifhed 
rolesof the church. This arret was pro- 
bably forefeen by the French minifters, 
for on the Sunday preceeding, the depu- 
ties of the parliament having waited on 
the king, to receive his commands in re- 
lation to the matters laid before him by 
the parliament's laft remonftrances, his 
Majefty told them, that he would be him- 
felf the bearer of his anfwer, and would 
let them know the day and the hour 
when he thould go to the palace with the 
ufual ceremony. Accordingly, on the sath 
at night, the whole body of his majefty’s 
guards, amounting to about 10,000 men, 
came and took poft in the city of Paris ; 
and. next day his majefty repaired, with 
the ufual ceremony, to the palace, where 
he held, what in France is called a Bed of 
Juftice, that is to fay, a bed where he

And from Liffbon we hear, that the 
court of inquifition has ordered a tra@ to 
be fupprefied, entitled, A Relation of 
the Earthquake which happened at Lifbon 
on the rft of November, 1755; where- 
in the author had pretended te demon- 
ftrate. that the alliance and trade with 
England tended greatly to the diftrefs and 
ruin of Portugal ; and that, in our prefent 
calamitous fituation, we ought to give 
up this trade and alliance, that the king’s 
own fubjeéts might enjoy the advantages 
which the Englifh appropriated to them- 
felves, and thereby be enabled to repair 
their loffes, and rebuild their towns. It 
is remarkable, that the inquifition fay in 
their edit, that they condemn this piece 
becaufe it is feditious, fcandalous, and. 
injurious to a nation in friendthip and ale 
liance with his majeity. 

From Florence we hear, that applica- 
tion baving been made to the emperor, 
as duke of Tufcany, for admitting fome 
of our men of war to winter in the ports 
of that dutchy, all that could be obtained 
was a permiffion, that four only of our 
men of war cruizing in thofe feas for the 
protection of our trade, might put in at
